Pests—and a Reminder 


Practically every plant, wild or 
cultivated, is subject to fungus 
and insect attack. 100% health is 
as rare in plants as it is in men. 

When introducing new crops, we 
usually have a good idea of the 
diseases and insects which may cause 
trouble, but we cannot forecast the 
severity of attacke. Furthermore, 
control measures practised elsewhere 
may not be practicable or effective 
in our own region. . 

This year, we are concentrating a 
good deal of attention on oil crops: 
notably flax, sunflowers, Argentine 
rape and soybeans, The Dominion 
Entomological Laboratory at Bran- 
don is anxious to secure all possible 
information on insects found on the 
above crops. -Growers of these crops 
are ur, to be on the lookout, 
aac for flea beetles (on rape) 
and the eunflower moth, Please send 
specimens and report infestations to 

r. Bird at the Brandon Laboratory. 

Send disease specimens to the 
Dominion Laboratory of Plant Path- 
ology at Edmonton, Saskatoon or 
Winnipeg. 

Cut Sawily Traps 

Dr. C. W. Farstad has prepared 
the following paragraph and asked 
us to give it-all possible publicity: 

“Quite a number of farmers 
throughout the west have made a 
start toward a syétematic plan for 
controlling wheat stem sawfly by 

lanting traps. After having estab- 

ished a trap, and the sawflies have 
laid their eggs, the next step is to 
complete the. destruction of the 
grubs in the stem,, This can be 
accomplished by cutting the trap 
with a mower about July 10th, or 
amply by cutting it with the binder

Reports of serious losses caused by 
overcrowding of chicks have been re- 
ceived by the poultry branch, states 
Mr. C. W. Traves poultry commis- 
sioner. Requests or service calls due 
to brooding and rearing losses show 
thet many farmers are trying to 
brood and rear too many chicks ia 
small houses. Where this condition 
oceurs immediate steps should he 
taken to provide additional rearing 
space. Cockerals and pullets should 
be separated as soon as they can do 
without artificial heat. Wet and 
windy days also contribute towards 
caynibalism due to forced inactivity, 
iWhere growing birds are not getting 
sufficient bulk in their feed there wil} 
be a tendency toward feather pulling, 
feather eating, and cannibalism, The 
developing or growing mash should 
contain not less thin 25 per cent 
coarse ground oats, and the scratch 
grain 40 per cent of good quality 


whole oats,

After meeting the men who con- 
trol the destinies of Canada’s over- 
seas forces, one becomes coy- 
vinced that each is the perfect man 
for his particular job, and there bo- 
gins to be a feeling of admiration for 
the judgement of the powers that 
select them. 

This seems to be particularly true 
of the Senior Officer at Canadian 
Headquarters Major General the 
Hon. Ft, J. Montague, C.M.G., U.S.0., 
M.C., V.D., iwho was made a Compan. 
ion of the Honorable Order of tho 
Bath. 

We met him soon after our arrival 
in England, and he became extreme- 
ly popular with the two weekly édi- 
tera when hesemarked that he once 
used to pi type for Bill Fry in the 
Dunnville Chronicle office, He went 
on to say that he was glad to wel- 
come the weekly newspaper repre- 
sentatives bécause he still swears by 
and not at the weekly newspapers, 
Without them, he declared, there 
would be no historical records, and 
they represent the real power, the 
meu from the farms.

\At the outbreak of the present war 
ho took the Headquarters personne} 
overseas in 1939 and is now Sen- 
for Officer at C.M.H.Q. and Judge 
Advocate General. In this position he 
is the highest legal authority both 
for the iR.C.A.F, and the Canadian 
Army Overseas, The bomb-scarred 
building in which Canadian Military 
Headquarters ig housed is usually re- 
ferred to as “Fort Montague.” , 

Fort Montague or C.M.H.Q. situat- 
ed near Canada House, was a place 
that the editors frequently visited, 
On the outside there is little to sug: 
gest that it is a military building, 
The entrance is protected by heavy 
brick buttresses, and in the doorway 
stands a sentry. 

Inside all is hustle and bustle, Just 
inside the entrance, to the right, 1s 
the Public Relations Office, in charge 
of jovial Major ‘Wim.

Keeps Them Busy 


Agents In Spanish Town Watch 
Gibraltar For Ship Movements 

On a lazy summer afternoon, the 
agents of warring nations can be 
seen sipping drinks at the Bar Na- 
tional, the Bar Belmonte, or on the 
terraces and balconies of the Hotels 
Iberia and Sevilla in 72-year-old La 
Linea—Spain’s youngest but most un- 
usual wartime town. 

They always seem to have one eye 
on the Bay of Gibraltar. When they 
| See anything of interest in the bay, 
|some walk briskly to the telephone | 


Offices, some jot down notes, and some 
call for another drink. 

La Linea is little more than 1,000 
yards from the British fortress of 
|Gibraltar, It once was just an ad- 
jJunct to nearby San Roque. The 


natives of Gibraltar. 

The town enjoys a climate similar 
to that of southern California and its 
| beauty is enhanced by the blue Medi- 
terranean, 

Because of its location a keen ob- 
server in La Linea easily can detect 
movements of all merchant vessels 
and warships and planes arriving at 
and departing from Gibraltar. The 
Axis nations have been quick to 
utilize this advantage by sending 
|agents who report the movements to 
Berlin. 3 

Each of the major warring powers 
—Great Britain, the United States, 
Germany and Italy—have as many as 
20 agents at La Linea most of the 
time. Besides keeping watch on 
Gibraltar, they can talk to workers 
returning from the fortress. And 
they can watch each other. 

Thousands of La Linea’s workers 
commute daily to Gibraltar, Algeciras 
or Tarifa. 

The town has a city hall, military 
barracks, frontier guards’ house, cus- 
toms house, courthouse, post office, 
many two- and three-storey buildings 
and a few new four-storey struc- 
tures. It is an attractive town. 


Its women are pretty, with large 
black eyes, dark Spanish complexions 
and graceful movements.

Britain Takes. Action 


Black Market Offenders In Britain 
\Get Heavy Sentences 

There is in Britain no black mar- 
ket such as exists in many European 
countries, where there are recog- 
nized black market prices for many 
goods, and illegal dealings interfere 
Seriously with supplies to the legiti- 
mate market. 

But there are some “black market 
transactions” in Britain—sales at 
illegal prices of goods not acquired 
through normal! distribution channels. 
Although small in volume, these 
dealings are treated very seriously 
by the government, because of the 
possible effects upon civilian morale. 

This is particularly so where food 
is concerned. 

The main steps taken against the 
black market in food have been as 
follows: First, the Ministry of 
Food’'s enforcement organization has 
been strengthened by the appoint- 
ment of many additional inspectors. 
Second, the penalties which the court 
can inflict have been increased. In 
1942 an order was issued increasing 
the maximum term of imprisonment 
from three years to 14 years. 

In addition, unless there are special 
circumstances, the court must impose 
a fine equal to the profit which the 
offender has derived from his offense. 
The fine is not limited to the amount 
of the profit; a further $20,000 
(£5,000) or three times the illegal 
price demanded for the goods, which- 
ever is the greater, may be added. 

Third, all traders in foods must be 
licensed by the Ministry of Food, and 
in serious cases the license is with- 
drawn. This provides a powerful de- 
terrent to any trader tempted to in- 
dulge in illegal dealings. Retailers 
had been subject to licensing since 
the beginning of the war, but since 
August, 1941, wholesalers also have 
had to be licensed. The general 
policy is to grant licenses only to 
those who were established in the 
food trades before the war.—Finan- 
cial Post.

Thi 
organisms may be deposited in the 
food, because flies are fond of all hu- 
man foods, both liquid and solid, and 
because they are active insects, 
travelling extensively and . flitting 
about from place to place with rapid- 
ity. They wipe their feet, perhaps 
bearing myriads of disease germs, on 
everything they touch. When we 
) ponder over the source from which 
flies come and their filthy habits, we 
should not allow them to live in a 
|ikitchen or a dining room any longer 
than it is absolutely necessary to kill 
them.”

His staff in- 
cludes Sgt. Dennis Harris, Guelph, 
Ont., who designed the water system. 
An oil barrel was placed on ground 
level outside each of the huts, long 
semi-circular roofed buildings sunk 
about four feet into the volcanic ash 
ground. The tap is just inside the 
hut, and each has a sink and a run- 
off system.’ 

The running water enables the 
men to wash and shave without run- 
ning through a snow or sleet storm 
to a washroom and allows them to 
jhave such treats as hot midnight 
lunches in their own quarters.

Warning Is Issued By Post Office 
Regarding Careful Packing 

The Post Office still has to issue 
warnings about sending syrup or jam 
or jelly through the mails. To avoid 
disappointment over damaged: par- 
cels, Postal officials emphasize that 
if any of these is to be mailed at all, 
it must be packed in a leak-proof tin 
with the lid- soldered on. The tin 
should be surrounded with absorb-| 
ent material and enclosed in a strong, 
container which will hold up in ship- 
ping.
